The Reporting were assigned to this investigation by Sgt. KELLY of this command

R/Det’s responded to the scene located at 


Upon arrival at the scene. R/Det’s observed the 009th District personnel guarding the southern end of the alley located on 48th St., 
II between Ada and Throop. R/Det's observed crime scene tape, marked squad cars and uniformed police officers protecting the 
; ; scene. R/Det's spoke with It. RYLE. Lt. RYLE related that units responded to a call of a gang disturbance at 4739 S Ada. Lt 
| RYLE related that Beat 932 arrived at the scene first.; After arriving at the scene, a foot chase ensued, with P.O COTTON 
' chasing the offender south on Ada then east on 48th St and into the east alley U RYLE related that the offender turned and 
pointed a handgun in the direction of P.O. COTTON, at which time P.O. COTTON discharged his weapon four times, striking the 
I offender Lt RYLE related the weapon was recovered by officers on scene as a crowd had started to form before other officers 
i arrived to assist in securing the scene. Lt. RYLE related that EMS arrived and transferred the offender, identified as Javier 
| SEPULBEVA. to Christ Hospital. 

j R/Det's observed the scene to be located behind 4755 S. ADA. in the alley. R/Det s observed four shell casings in the alley behind 
; this address, along with an apparent blood stain and a set of keys on a key ring R/Det's observed Beat 932’s vehicle parked 
; behind 4751 S Ada Inside this vehicle was a Llama 32 caliber silver handgun with the magazine removed. This weapon was 
|j identified as the weapon recovered from the aliey and used by the offender. 

: | R/Det's then spoke to P.O. Mark EVANS P.O. EVANS stated that he was working Beat 932, in full uniform, and in a marked 
fj squad car with bis partner. P.O. Alexis COTTON P.O EVANS related that they monitored a call over their police radio of a gang 
l! disturbance at 4739 S. Acfa. He stated that the caller related that eight Male Hispanic gang members were hiding behind a pickup 
|j truck and jumping out at passing vehicles flashing gang signs. He stated that the dispatcher further related that the street lights 
f! were out and the street was dark. P.O, EVANS stated that they responded to this call travelling west on 48th St and then north on 
! Ada. P.O. EVANS stated that they observed a pickup truck double parked at about 4739 S. Ada and they pulled up next to it. As 
ii they pulled up, a Male Hispanic subject came from the porch area of this residence and entered into the pickup. As this subject 
:l was entering the truck, P.O. COTTON exited the squad car and began chasing a Male Hispanic south on Ada P.O. EVANS 
: related that he placed the squad car into park and began to walk toward a Male Hispanic that was with the subject P.O. COTTON 
was chasing. P.O. EVANS related that as he attempted to detain this subject, he heard P.O. COTTON calling out the chase and 
Ij then he heard shots being fired. P O EVANS stated that he called the shots fired over the police radio and requested his partner's 
: location. P.O. EVANS stated that P.O. COTTON radioed that he was in the alley and he returned to his squad car and relocated to 
| the aliey from the north. He stated that he pulled up and exited his squad car and observed P.O. COTTON and other responding 
i units placing the offender into custody. P.O. EVANS stated that he was then given the gun recovered in the alley from the offender 
| by another officer and he secured this weapon in his squad car 

' R/Det's then interviewed P O. John O'LEARY. P.O O’LEARY stated that he was working Beat 4152M in full uniform and in a 
; marked squad car along with P.O.'S PLEISHHACKER, PERRICONE. and RAMIREZ P.O O’LEARY stated that they were at 
| 48th and Racine when they heard the call of "Shots Fired" and “10-1 shots fired by the Police" in the alley behind 4759 S. Ada.

I P.O. O'LEARY related that they pulled up to the alley and parked the squad and exited. P O. O'LEARY related that as they ran 
! into the alley, they observed P.O. COTTON handcuffing the offender and observed the handgun lying in the alley next to the 
: offender. P O. O'LEARY stated that he observed P O PERRICONE recover the weapon and remove the magazine. P.O. 

1 O'LEARY related that P O PERRICONE then handed the weapon to P.O. EVANS who secured it in his squad car. 

i R/Det's then interviewed P.O. Aaron FLEISCHHACKER. P.O. FtEISCHHACKER related that he was working Beat 4152M in full 
i uniform and in a marked squad car along with P.O.'S O'LEARY, PERRICONE and RAMIREZ. P.O. FLEISCHHACKER related 
i that they responded to the call of "Shots fired by the Police". He stated that as he exited the vehicle and entered the alley and 
§| observed P.O COTTON handcuffing the offender and a silver handgun was lying on the ground next to the offender. P.O. 

; FLEISCHHACKER related that he observed P.O. PERRICONE recover the weapon and remove the magazine from the weapon 
i and hand it to P.O EVANS, who secured it in his squad car. 

i R/Det's then interviewed P.O. Michael PERRICONE. P.O. PERRICONE related that he was working Beat 4152M in full uniform 
and in a marked squad car with P.O.'S O'LEARY, FLEISCHHACKER, and RAMIREZ. P.O. PERRICONE related that they 
responded to the call of "Shots fired by the Police" He stated that as they pulled up and exited the vehicle, he observed P O. 
Cotton placing the offender into handcuffs and observed a smaller silver handgun lying near the offender. He stated that he 
further observed several people in the yard to the west of the offender and he decided to recover the weapon for safekeeping. 

P.O PERRICONE stated that he removed the magazine and handed the weapon to P.O. EVANS, who placed it in his squad car 
for safekeeping. 

Fb'Det's then interviewed P.O Antonio RAMIREZ. P.O. RAMIREZ related that he was working Beat 4152M in full uniform, in a 
marked squad car with P.O.'S PERRICONE. FLEISCHHACKER and O'LEARY. RAMIREZ related that they responded to the call 
of "Shots fired by the police". He stated that they pulled up to the mouth of the alley and exited their squad car. P.O. RAMIREZ 
stated that as he approached he observed P O. COTTON handcuffing the offender. He stated that he further observed P.O. 
PERRICONE recover a weapon lying on the ground next to the offender P.O. RAMIREZ stated that P.O. PERRICONE hand the 
weapon to P.O. EVANS, who then placed it in his squad car. 

P.O. Alexis COTTON was interviewed on the scene and in the Office of Area Central. COTTON related that he was working beat 
932 in uniform with partner P.O Mark EVANS. He stated that they were working in a marked Ford Explorer vehicle with EVANS as 
the driver and COTTON seated as the passenger. COTTON stated that he and his partner responded to a radio call of a gang 
disturbance in the area of 4739 S. Ada. The caller indicated that gang members were hiding behind a truck on the block and that 
they would jump out on passing vehicles and flash gang signs. 

COTTON stated that he and his partner approached the disturbance by travelling west on 48th street and then north on Ada. They 
observed a gray truck double parked in the street at 4739 S. Ada. The truck was facing north COTTON stated that they pulled up 
to the truck in their marked vehicle. He further stated that his passenger side window was rolled down. COTTON stated that he 
observed a male Hispanic subject walk from the east curb, around the front of the truck, and then to the driver’s door of the truck. 
He heard a male subject say. "run" in Spanish. He looked to the east sidewalk of Ada at 4739 and observed this subject standing 
with another subject on the sidewalk. COTTON exited the passenger side of his marked unit. The second male Hispanic subject 
standing with the first subject who said run. then ran south along the east sidewalk of Ada. COTTON observed that this second 
subject was running with a silver semiautomatic pistol in his right hand as he ran COTTON pulled his weapon and pursued this 
gunman south along the east side of Ada. He stated that when the offender reached 48th street he ran to the middle of 48th street 
and then ran east. COTTON stated that he gained ground on the gunman and was now approximately eight feet behind the 
gunman as they ran east in the middle of 48th street COTTON stated that the gunman made a wide turn into the east alley of Ada. 
The gunman ran north in the alley with COTTON in pursuit. COTTON stated that when the gunman reached the alley at 4755 S 
Ada he pointed his handgun at COTTON. COTTON stated that he yelted for the offender to drop his gun. He stated that he 
believed the offender was going to shoot him so he fired three to four times at the offender COTTON stated the offender ran a 
step or two forward and then fell face first into the ground COTTON stated that he then handcuffed the offender. He stated that 
other uniformed officers responded as he handcuffed the offender COTTON pointed out the offender's handgun to P.O. 
PERRICONE and directed him to recover the weapon. He stated that PERRICONE recovered the weapon from the ground a few 
feet from where the offender was now being cuffed. COTTON stated that PERRICONE then gave the offender's weapon to 
EVANS. COTTON explained that EVANS pulled up to the scene of the arrest from the north and after the shooting had occurred. 
COTTON further stated that at the time of the shooting the only people he observed in the alley were the offender and himself.
